After a review of amended claims dated 2/27/2006 and interview summary dated 3/1/2006 and comparative review of applicant's 
application number 10/056,560, the following is apparent: 

Seni et al., (US 2003/0007018 A1) reads on the independent claim language'presented on 2/27/2006. However in discussions of the 
interview summary dated 3/1/2006, wherein Applicat's position was that Seni et al. does not read on"altering the digital ink image into 
multiple simultaneously existing structured alternative interpretations of the digital ink image each of the alternative interpretations being 
plausible intended outputs of a user" as claimed in claim 2. 

Examiner is in agreement with Applicant that Seni et al. does not read on claim 2 of the instant application, which is also in accordance 
with the independent claims of Applicant's application number 10/056,560. 
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
